Chaldeans divided the day into 
parts, and it is probable that the 
sient Jews derived their knowledge of 
division of time from their captivity | 
movg the Chaldeans, ahout five higdred | 
nd seventy years before Christ's vent. 
The day began with the Chaideans at 
eumrise, so that time was always very- 
fog, With the Jews the day began at 
eunset, It was almost a hundred and 
rifty yoars after that the divisions were 
divided into hours. 

The Beyptians are said to have used 
Cleopatra's needie as a time measure, and 
no doubt the earlier forms of getting 
near the bour was by the length of the 
shaiow. Even today in the West, farm 
ers will consult their shadow and arrive 
very closely to the hour. 

Sacred history gives a description of a 
time measurer when Isaiah speaks of the 
“steps” of Abas 

The Egyptians and contemporary Hin- 
dus, as well as the Cheldeams, were 
known to have been the clepsydra, or | 
water clock, which measured time after | 
the fashion of the hour glass. The Ro- | 
mans, who copied and sometimes im 
proved on all their conquered neighbore’ | 
arta, were laughed at for pearly a gent. | 
ury (quietly no doubt) for fhe first dial | 
set up in Rome wes due—so eiys Pliny, 
untielievingly—to Papirius Cursor; but at 
last Pliny does believe that it was set up 
in Rome during the first Punie war, when 
the dial was captured in the south and 
fixed in the Forum to tell the time, and, 
naturally, was always wrong. It told 
the time correctly where it was brought 
af from. sh not here?

to gay, it was not unti! Scipio Nasica In- 
treduced the Gepsydra that the Romana 
were able to tell the time in clowly 
.<weather. Im Rome the clepsydra was 
regulated by the position of the sun at 
neon in relation to certain parts of the 
Berum. Every day as the gun reached its 
meridian, e trumpeter stood fn the mer- 
ket place, and with great ceremony an- 
nounced the fact. In principle the clep- 
sydra was nothing but a rod floating 
upen water which was siowly dripping 
into the bowl in which the rod floated. 
Diwsiong were marked corresyomling to 
the hour, which was told by the rod. 
The Greekg seemed to have used the wa- 
ter clock more than any other time 
measures and expendeyi much artistic skit 
upon thelr making. Seme were very 
scientific and elaborate, and would cor- 
rect the time each day, The column on 
which the houre were marked turning 
slightly every day, and being eo mathe- | 
matically curved to take up and give the;
